Special  Education  Division  has  overall  responsibility  in  England  for  the  special  education 
of  handicapped  pupils,  including  the  blind  and  partially  sighted  (similar  responsibility 
for  Wales  being  exercised  by  the  Welsh  Education  Office,  Cardiff).  The  Branch  is 
concerned  with  the  ascertainment  by  local  education  authorities  of  handicapped  chil¬ 
dren;  with  the  provision  of  special  schools,  both  maintained  and  non-maintained;

Direct  contact  with  schools 
and  other  establishments  for  the  handicapped  is  maintained  through  HM  Inspectors 
of  Schools  and  the  Department’s  Medical  Advisers.

The  Department  exercises  general  responsibility  for  the  local  authority  personal  social 
services  for  blind  people,  mainly  through  legislation  contained  in  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  and  the  Chronically  Sick  and 
Disabled  Persons  Act,  1970.  It  is  concerned  also  with  financial  benefits  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Supplementary  Benefit  Act,  1966,  and,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  with  financial  assistance  to  certain  volun¬ 
tary  organisations  in  the  field  of  services  for  the  blind.  The  Department  is  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  medical  services  for  blind  people  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act.

The  Manpower  Services  Commission  (MSC),  which  was  established  on  1  January  1974, 
is  responsible  for  the  public  employment  and  training  services,  and,  under  the  Disabled 
Persons  (Employment)  Acts,  1944  and  1958,  is  also  responsible  for  providing  employment 
rehabilitation,  training  and  services  for  disabled  people,  including  those  with  a  visual 
handicap. 

The  MSC’s  Disablement  Resettlement  Officers,  who  can  be  contacted  through  local 
MSC  Jobcentres  or  Employment  Offices,  can  arrange  for  courses  of  rehabilitation  to 
be  undertaken  and  assist  disabled  people  to  obtain  suitable  employment  or,  if  appropriate, 
training.  They  can  also  arrange  assistance  from  the  MSC’s  Blind  Persons  Resettlement 
Officers  and  Blind  Persons  Training  Officers  who  specialise  in  helping  blind  and  partially- 
sighted  people  seeking  employment  in  industrial  occupations. 

The  MSC  makes  grants  to  local  authorities  and  voluntary  bodies  for  providing  sheltered 
employment  and  homeworker  schemes.  Financial  assistance  is  given  towards  the  training 
of  blind  people  for  employment  in  the  workshop  and  per  capita  grants  are  made  to 
local  authorities  towards  the  cost  of  providing  sheltered  employment,  either  directly 
or  through  the  agency  of  a  voluntary  organisation.  Grants  towards  approved  capital 
expenditure  may  also  be  paid  either  to  the  local  authority  or  to  the  voluntary  body  as 
appropriate.  Remploy  Limited,  which  is  sponsored  solely  by  the  government,  also 
provides  employment  under  sheltered  conditions  for  over  8,000  severely  disabled 
people  including  blind  and  partially-sighted  workers. 

The  MSC  administers  various  schemes  for  training  blind  people  for  employment  in 
both  ordinary  industry  and  in  a  professional  capacity.  Trainees  may  be  supported  at  the 
RNIB  Commercial  Training  College  at  Pembridge  Place  in  London  for  courses  in 
shorthand  and  audio  typing,  telephone  switchboard  operating  and  computer  pro¬ 
gramming,  and  at  the  London  College  of  Furniture  and  the  Royal  National  College, 
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Hereford,  for  courses  in  piano  tuning.  Opportunities  to  train  in  light  engineering  and 
inspection  are  available  at  MSC’s  Letchworth  Skillcentre.  Support  for  professional 
training  can  be  given  under  MSC’s  Professional  Training  Scheme  where  a  local  education 
authority  grant  is  not  available.  Suitable  candidates  may  train,  for  example,  in  law, 
speech  therapy  and  social  work.  Grants  are  also  available  for  training  at  the  RNIB 
North  London  School  of  Physiotherapy.

Objects:  to  promote  the  education,  employment  and  welfare  of  the  blind  and  to  prevent 
blindness,  in  all  Commonwealth  countries,  excluding  the  United  Kingdom,  Canada, 
Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and  to  foster  collaboration  between  organisations  for  the 
blind  and  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  promoting 
wherever  possible  activities  for  the  benefit  of  such  organisations.

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training  centres  and  systems  of  ‘open  education’  for  blind  children.  Other  developments 
include  the  establishment  of  some  26  rural  training  centres  for  blind  farmers  and  village 
craftsmen ;  resettlement  programmes  for  blind  rural  workers;  the  provision  of  managerial 
staff  for  factories,  workshops  and  employment  undertakings  and  the  production  and 
distribution  of  braille  literature  and  apparatus. 

The  Society  has  a  staff  of  executive  officers  who  work  overseas  on  secondment  to  local 
organisations.  Tn  addition,  the  Director  makes  frequent  tours  of  the  Society’s  area  of 
operation,  planning  developments  in  the  field  of  blind  welfare  with  the  governments  and 
societies  responsible.  The  Society’s  Commonwealth  Scholarship  Fund  provides  scholar¬ 
ships  for  the  training  of  blind  welfare  workers  and  ophthalmic  staff  from  the  developing 
countries  of  the  Commonwealth  and  finances  certain  research  projects.The  Society  has 
16mm  sound  films  available  for  loan.  It  has  also  issued  a  wide  variety  of  publications  on 
blindness  and  welfare  for  the  blind.
